The jury called to hold an in- 
~ quity' into the King Edward Hotel 
fire on March 11, particularly with 
reference to the death of Mr. WwW. 
Woods, gave their finding this 
morning. The jury comprised |. 
Messrs. N. S. Brown (foreman), 
L. C. F, Bellamy, and C.. Little. 


The jury returned a verdict that 
Mr. Woods met his death by mis- 
ailventure, and proceeded to teal 
with the vital “aspects of fire ap- 
pliances and life saving. In this 

. connection they called attention to 
recommendations of a Committee 
in May, 1926, that have so far been 
unheeded by the Government. © >= 


. Finding 

The jury, in their finding, said :— 

We find that William Woods 
met—his-death—by—misadventure-, 
Death was actually: caused by 
burning. The fire appears to have 
started at the bottom of the stair- 
case in the main hall of the hotel, 
and probably. started in a mixéd 
collection of baggage which was, 
lying there. There is no evidence 
as ta how the . baggage ‘became 
ignited, but, on the other ‘hand, 
there In no evidence .to suggest 
that it was due to arson. 

The (jury dre , not satisfied that 
the fire originated through defec-| 
tive wiring, but they consider it 
highly desirable that Government 
should be invested with power to 
require that electric installations , 
in old buildings 
large office blocks, etc., 
tained in an efficient 
state. 
vonstruction of the premises was 
such that without adequate .ex-; 
ternal means of escape, the build-, 
ing was, from the point of view; 
of danger from fire, unsuit-; 
able for occupation as an- hotel. 
The jury consider that the man- 
agement of the hotel were serious- 
ly remiss in having the basement 
gate at the foot of the stone steps 
—the only practicable fire exit in 
the hotel—kept locked, 

The Fire Brigade 

The Fire Brigade deserve com- 
mendation for the speed with 
which they reached the scene and 
the manner in which they handled 
the situation. The threat to other 
buildings by a fire of this magni- 
tude in such congested an area was 
serious, and that the fire was pre- 
vented from spreading across the 
narrow streets speaks for the effi- 
ciency of the Brigade. 

No blame whatever can attach 
to the Brigade in connection with 
the deplorable loss of life. The 
equipment of the Brigade appears | 
to be of a high standard. The Fire 
Brigade Superintendent stated tl that! 
there is now available a “water 
tower of a better design than that 
in use, and it is recommended that 
“@iie Of “these should be added to 
the Brigade equipment. The | 
jumping sheets are sound and of 
modern pattern, but it is unlikely 
that rescues can . be -effected by;

REVIEW OF FEBRUARY 
“TRANSACTIONS 


“ The lower rates that were antici- 
pated in January but which did not 
materialise were only delayed and 
this month has scen a weakening in 
both the raw material and yarn. The 
first series of the London sales sag- 
ged at the close and values came into 
line at the subsequent Australian 
auctions. Wool is now at par with 
the lowest level of last year and it 
has not been cheaper since 1922. Al- 
though this would indicate a suitable 
moment for extensive covering opera- 
tions in tops and yarn there is as yet 
no evidence of such a movement. The 
primary markets are finding ready 
buyers for the raw material at the 
present favourable rates but such is 
not the case in semi-manufactured 
products.__One has_to.consider_the- 
lack of encouragement from the piece 
goods end of the trade when attempt-. 
Ing to reconcile the voiced opinion. of 
the industry that wool can go very 
little if any lower with the reluctance 
on the part of spinners and mannfac- 
turers to cover. A price level that 
should stimulate demand for cloth has 
now been attained but with the ex- 
ception ‘of orders for. South America 
‘the volume of business booked for ex- 
port account has -not been satisfac- 
tory. China New Year celebrations 
of course prevented continuity of: buy- 
ing from that market and since their 
canclusion no fresh movement has de- 
veloped. India has disappointed and 
unless a big improvement takes place 
in March a record for paucity will 
surely have been created in the sea- 
sonal trade. Javan. continues to be a 
poor outlet. Canada has bought 
moderate quantities of Hannels in the 
grease but the Rochdale mills are 
quiet and the South African Govern- 
ment’s contracts and those of the. 
Army Clothing Department which are 
expected to he ntaced shortly will be 
véry welcome.—"N. C. Daily News.”

YEARS. OF DILIGENT WORK - 


The appearance - of the . Balfour 
Committee's final report, the product 
of four-and-a-half years of diligent 
inquiry into British industry and 
trade, rounds off the labours of,a 
group of painstaking investigators, 
says the “Financial News.” In six. 
formidable volumes which . have al- 


‘| veady been. published the. Committee 
has 
t 


turned the patient pretty 
thoroughly ‘about, and reported on 
numerous aspects of his condition, but 
no attempt was made to suggest a 
cure. The long-awaited final report, 
which is signed by all the members 
except two, contains the Committee's 
conclusions, It. may be said at once 
that those “who have looked for a 
series of arguments leading to specific 
recommendations will be greatly dis- 
appointed. On many of the subjects 
dealt with, us the Committee is ready 
to admit, the report is rather “a re- 
view of the situation leading _to a 
number of conclusions addressed to 
the interests concerned,” but most 
people, one imagine, will not cavil at 
that. Many of the conclusions set 
out, although couched in very general 
terms, are specific. encugh in their 
implications. The’ Committee is right, 
for example, in. stressing the essen- 
tial. importance of a thorough process 
of reconditioning of British industrial 


organisation and equipment and has | 


done well to bring home the neces-

sity for an active will to reorganise 
based on real insight into the chang- 
ing needs of the economical situation. 
Fresh Capital Needed 

The problem of raising fresh capital 
for depressed industries is examined, 
and the dilemma frankly faced. In- 
dustrial health can only be restored 
by the aid of fresh capital, and fresh 
capital can only be attracted by the 
restoration of healthy conditions, 
Then follows what is perhans. the out- 
standing passage -of the report. The 
Committce believes that in spite of 
continued depression, the basje indus- 
tries still have within themselves the 
power to take the,first measures to- 
wards their own regeneration without 
reliance on any outside authority. 
This is the view which has often':been 
expressed by. considerable’ sections of 
industry ‘itself, Apparently, however, 
it has not carried the ‘full: approval 
of all the members of the Committee, 
seven of. whom, in a special memoran- 
dum, call - for the establishment of 
two new bodies, working in close as- 
sociation with Government, ~to~speed 
up the reorganisation process, These 
suggestions, , it appears, pave the way 
for more complete ' schemes of Gav- 
ernment control. They will scarcely 
carry conviction. ‘The proposal: for 
the nationalisation of the Bank of 
England will carry even less.

MR. CHAPMAN OUTLINES HIS 
_ PLANS

CONFIDENCE IN SUCCESS 


It is the firm convietion of Mr. 
Paul W. Chapman, purchaser of the | 
United States_and American Mer- 
chant Lines, that the time is ripe for 
the development of tho United States 
merchant .marine through the appli- 
cation: of private enterprise and ini- 
tiative. The new line, as previously 
stated, is to be known as United 
States Lines, Inc. and Mr.. Joseph 
W.. Sheedy,.. who represented Mr. 
Chapnmian’ in the negotiations at 


Washington, is to be the executive |. 


head: of-the company. 

. “J think there is a ‘splendid oppor- 
tunity for American enterprise in the 
shipping field,” said Mr. Chapman in 
an interview. “Every other field ‘of 
investment, such.as railroads, bank- 
ing, public utilities and - mercantile 
enterprises, has been well developed, 
and capital is looking for new fields 
of employment, 

“IT am not a shipping man, and do 
not expect to become one, but, as 1 
explained to the chairman and -other 
Members of the. Shipping Board, I 
control some ninety water, gas, -rai!- 
road, electric and other companies 
without having any knowledge of the 
technique of their operation. _ I see: 
to it that: these companies are man- 
aged ‘by men who have this know- 
ledge acquired through years of 
study and practical experience. I 
propose to follow the same policy in 
the management and operation of the 
steamship line. : 


Lifelong Study 


“Mr. Sheedy and others associated 
with him have made a lifelong study 
of ship operation, They are well 
equipped ,for that work: -I have no 
fear that the line will not be man- 
aged efficiently, and others may rest 
assured that the srrvice will be’ main 
tained with the highest degree of effi- 
ciency, 

“The outlook for a United States 
steamship service in the North At- 
lantic is very promising. The whole 
country. is becoming shipminded. The 
people in the Mississippi Valley and 
the Far West have become accustom~ 
ed to travelling extensively, and 
farmers. and manufacturers in that 
territory are giving more thought to 
the need for having ships of their 
own to carry their products overseas. 
-“I have studied this proposition 
from every angle and have had the: 
advice of experts on shipping, and 
have satisfied myself that it is a 
sound business proposition.. I am not! 
looking for quick profits. - On the 
contrary, I have gone into-it with the | 
realisation that it must pass through 
& period of . cultivation and devel 
ment... However, after consid 
the project from every angle, I have 
come to the conclusion that there is 
no reason why Americans cannot 
operate passenger or cargo ships just 
as efficiently as foreigners; in fact, | 
I am certain we will. be able to meet 
whatever competition _may he offer- 
ed.” 


Price Not Too High 
“In response to an inquiry as to the 
high price paid ror tne snips of the 
two lines, wich was declared by op- 
posing bidders to be out of propor- 
tion to the vaine of the vessels and 
the risks of the venture, Mr. 
Gnapman said he did not consider the 
ngure too hgh, and added: 

“I was prepared to bid just as high 
last November when  the—bids were 
postponed because it had been deter- 
mined that this was a fair valuation.” 

Hoe added that if it Were to be as- 
sumed that the difference of approx- 
imately £800,000 betwéen his-own bid. 
and the next highest ‘exclusive of the 
“President Roosevelt” and ‘President 
Harding,” were to be considered a bar 
to the success of the venture, then 
the development of the U.S. merchant 
marine might as well be abandoned, 
He said such a thought had not oc- 
eurred to him. 

In reference to marine insurance 
rates on the vessels under private 
management; which some outsiders 
have predicted might be uncomfort- 
ably high, Mr. Chapman said: “The 
insurance rates mentioned to us thus 
far have been quite satisfactory. I 
think we can. count on fair treatment 
in that respect” 

He also expressed: the belief that 
undue importance has been given to 
some of the Handicaps imposed upon 
the U. merchant marine and in-

MERSEY: COLLISION |SHIPPING INDUSTRY 


ee 
INSURANCE COMPANY'S 
LIABILITY 


A dispute dating back to July 26, 
1926, came. before Judge Thomas in 
the Liverpool County Court, 

On the day in question an excep- 
tionally high tide occurred in the 
Mersey, .as a result of: which the coel 
barge “Black Diamond,” moored to 
the south of Eastham Ferry stage, 
was swept from her moorings, ahd on 
the ebb tide was carried into contact 
with the stage itself, with the result 
that damage was caused to the stage, 
to the “Black Diamond,” and to an 
Eastham ferry steamer which was 
‘tied up to her for the purpose - of 
coaling. With.the aid of tugs: and 
appliances the barge was put back in 
position. A similar mishap occurred 
on a second high ‘tide. 

The barge was insured under a 
marine policy with the Ocean Acci- 
dent and Guarantee Corporation, Ltd., 
and three other underwriters, and the 
ewners of the barge, the Eastham 
Ferry and Hotel Co., Ltd, now sued 
the insurance company in question 
for £100, the proportion of the dam- 
age for which it was alleged they 
were liable. 

Mr. Gething (instructed by Messrs. 
Evans, Lockett and Co.) appeared for 
the plaintiffs; Mr. J. C. Trapnell (in- 
structed by Messrs. Batesons and 
Co.) for the defendants, 

The facts were not in dispute, -and 
the question for his Honour was as 
to Whether the accident came within 
the terms of the policy. The defence 
was that the loss in respect’of which 
the plaintiffs claimed was attributable 
to the inadequate mooring of the 
“Black Diamond,” in breach of the 
implied terms of the policy that she 
should be seaworthy and raasonably 
fit to encounter the ordinary perils of 
the sca, 

In the course ofsthe hearing a pas- 
sage occutred between counsel, Mr. 
Gething, in his opening, said claims 
which had been brought against, two 
other insurance companies in respect 
of the accident hed been paid with- 
out.any point whatever being raised 
by them. Mr. Trapnell objested to 
this statement as extraneous, and 
added that in addition to the action 
now being heard, another underwrit- 
er had not paid. Mr. Gething, how- 
ever, claimed the right to mention 
the point in question. 

A lengthy argument took place on 
points of law, in-which numerous 
cases were cited. 

In the end his Honour found that 
the insurance policy covered the 
mooring claims of the barge, and 
gave judgment for the plaintiffs for 
the amount. claimed, with costs on 
Scale C, He gave leave to appeal, 
and granted a stay of execution,

BAR SUICIDE 


AMERICAN FALLS DEAD AT 
LANDLORD'S FEET 

A dramatic story of a suicide in 
the bar of a loca! hotel was told 
at an inquest at Hfracombe on 
Samuel Riehard Parker, an Ameri- 
can, who shot himself in the 
Crown Hotel in the presence of the 
landlord. :

Geneva, Yesterday. 

Thirty-four States, including four 
non-members of the League—Uniied 
States, Turkey, Soviet Russia and 
Equador—attended the opening 
conference to devise means to sup- 
press counterfeit currency. 

Baron Hayashi (Japan) declared 
that Japan favoured the Convention’ 
prepared by the Experts’ Committee 
at Geneva in 1927, but reserved his 
right. to submit suggestions when 
the Articles were ‘discussed.
